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Under  authority  of  state  law,  farmers  in  many  states  have  formed 
local  organizations  for  community  act  ion  to  conserve  soil  resour¬ 
ces  and  promote  better  land  use.  These  organizations,  known  as 
Soil  Conservation  Districts,  are  social  mechanisms  through  which 
the  people  on  the  land  can  join  in  a  cooperative  program  for  the 
conservation  of  soil  and  soil  resources. 

The  Soil  Conservation  Service  projects  its  work  onto  the  land 
largely  through  the  instrumentality  of  these  soil  conservation 
districts,  by  assisting  them  in  the  development  and  execution  of 
clans  for  needed  land-use  reforms.
